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L. The wines of the Soviet-lImigarian rining association Gorubse are located 
along the Greek-Bulgarian border in a seven kilometer line axtending from 
Ridniten (RP-5524) to the Fabrika Mine, which ie approximately 15 kilo~ 
natera west of Zlatograd. 


2, he wine shafts are divided into three mine ad: inistrationsa: 


a. iret Mine Administration: located at the Borieva Reka Shaft, eight

3, The Haiy Adminietratior, for al) the wines is in Kurdshell where the pro~ 
ecesdins plant is Locuted, The ore was composed of pyrite and lead. Each 
mines is supposed to deliver approxinately 12 tons of ore during an eight 
hour ahift, bet this quota is rot rigid. Gach riner is required to drill 
30 holes for explosives, and then to clear avay the ore loosened by the 
charye. The total vroduction of all shafts during a 24-hour period is \ 
betweer 500 and 600 tons.

The ora ds of two colors: gray, with a high percentire of lead; and yellow, 
with a high percentage of-»2yrite, The ore ts usually of fine texture, 

The lacger pieces, ranging from 10 to 200 kilograms, are broken by a atone 
crusher and then sent to Kirdzhali. The width of the ore veins in the 

mines varies from 60 centineterg to 1.80 meters, ‘ost of the mines contain 
yeine with few bands. If a vein runs up or down, an elevator is installed 


-to bring the ora to the min tunnel. ‘The Borfeva Shaft has such a vein. 


There is a totul of 30 stafte in the area, Fifty testing tears, ded by 
Soviet gsologists, wera vorking conetantly looking for vlacea to begin new 
shafts. A deposit was d.gcovered near Ribnitsa, but exploitation had 

not tocun wher EE, Processing plants are located in Madan 

and Sradnogortsi, and ths village of Srednogortai haa 4 gasoline dup con- 
taining 40,000 liters of gasoline, Workers’ quarters have been arected 

in the aboveementioned villages, 


The villages of Madan anc. Srednogortsi, and the pluntsa in these villages 
are guarded by 50 regular militiamen armed with rifles, sub-rachine pune, 
and pistols, The Militia has five or six Light machine yuns in reserve. 


The Sharenk Shaft is locatod six kilometers southwest of Madan and has 
two main funnela from which the ore is taken. 


The Koneki Dol Shaft is located sight kiloreters south of Nudan and haa 
two main tunnele. 


The Pordeva Shaft is lccated 13 kilometers from Koneki Dol and has one 
main tunnel with mimerova spure. The ore from this shaft 48 carried out 
4n tine cars drawn by imal] diesol engines. There is a locomotive round= 
house in Borieva which repaire the diesel enginea. The mine cars have a 
capacity of one ton, and an engine can pull approximately 3§ ears. 


The Dolna Petrovitea Shaft is Located two kilometers eust of Borleva. 
The ove from this shaft is transported by truck to the aerial cabla line. 


The electric power plant servicing the cable line and all the shafte ie 
Located at the Horieva Shaft, where there ie also a well-equipned sachine | 
nop whieh handles all types of repaire for the euble line,

bexon Soviet cltizens and Conmniate. 


Tha chief of transportation for all three rine a@uidniatrations is a certain 
Murparev, 30 years old, tall, thin, with black Kinky hair, The Traneport 
seatacn hag a general garage in l'echinsko which eerves all three sdministra- 
Sions. The garage, which ie Loceted three kilometers east of the Borieva 
Shaft, dy well-equipped and maker repsire on all vehicles. The garage also 
providee gasoline Yor the «administrations, The Transport Seetion has the 
folinwirg sutomatic dump trucks end other vehicles:

The ore ta 
trunmuporsed by truck to the Podkova Station, and from there by aerial car 
to Kordshali.

Thora were approrimately 100 Soviet engineers, technicians, and geologists 
in the Gorubeo eiterprise who vorked in the plant and in the various ghafts.

In soma of the ehafta, 
the siners worced in water without boots, and ‘here ware no safety devicea 
in any of the shafte. Wo medical ald wag provided until 4a miner was no
